WEST  COAST  TRAFFIC  SITUATION,  WEEK  15,  1985-86 


CAR  LOADING  PROGRAM:  A  total  of  2,256  cars  were  scheduled  for  loading  on  the  prairies  this 
week.     These  were  split  into  1,705  cars  for  Board  use  and  551  cars  for  non-Board  use. 

LOADS  ENROUTE:  The  number  of  cars  between  the  west  coast  elevators  and  prairie  points  this 
week  averaged  6,002  per  day.     This  is  down  slightly  from  last  weeks  average. 

CARS  ON  HAND:  The  number  of  cars  available  for  dumping  into  west  coast  elevators  this  week 
averaged  1,931  per  day. 

STOCKS  IN  STORE:  Total  stocks  available  for  loading  to  ships  this  week  amounted  to  545,503 
tonnes.     Vancouver  stocks  totalled  477,869  tonnes  while  Prince  Rupert  stocks  totalled 
67,634  tonnes.     The  split  at  Vancouver  was  332,341  tonnes  of  wheat,  56,185  tonnes  of 
barley,  70,484  tonnes  of  rapeseed/canola ,  5,442  tonnes  of  flax  and  13,417  tonnes  of  rye. 
in  Prince  Rupert  the  split  was  31,551  tonnes  of  wheat,  35,847  tonnes  of  barley,  207  tonnes 
of  rapeseed/canola  and  29  tonnes  of  rye. 

CAR  UNLOADS:  West  coast  elevators  pumped  through  3,414  cars  this  week.     Included  in  this 
total  were  372  cars  that  were  dumped  into  the  Prince  Rupert  terminal  off  the  CN  track  and 
8  cars  that  were  dumped  off  the  CP  track.     Total  rapeseed  unloads  for  the  week  amounted  to 
514  cars. 

SHIP  REPORT:   The  number  of  ships  waiting  for  berths  continues  to  run  between  17  and  19. 
Another  8  ships  are  due  in  on  week  16  and  8  more  on  week  17  looking  mainly  for  wheat  and  a 
sizeable  amount  of  rapeseed.     It  was  another  good  week  for  ship  loading  with  265,705 
tonnes  being  loaded  into  ships  holds  during  the  week;  just  over  104,000  tonnes  of  which 
was  loaded  over  the  weekend. 

CLEARANCES:  A  total  of  237,676  tonnes  cleared  port  in  the  holds  of  11  ships  during  the 
week.     The  split  of  grains  clearing  port  was  interesting  in  that  the  majority  of  it  was 
rapeseed,  98,504  tonnes.     Wheat  clearances  this  week  amounted  to  only  87,560  tonnes  while 
23,999  tonnes  of  barley  cleared  port.     There  were  also  clearances  of  24,215  tonnes  of  rye 
and  3,398  tonnes  of  flax.     Rupert  cleared  17,617  tonnes  of  rye  during  the  week  in  one  ship.
